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NOWLIN NO MORE, 


THE BOSTON BOY MURDERER HANGED AT 
CAMBRIDGE JAIL. 


The Lad Meets His Terribie Fate With R- 
markable Fortitude—His Last Night in 
Prison—The Murder of George A. Cod 
man, the Boston Milkman, by Young 
Nowlin. 


Boston, Mass., January 20.—James W. Now- 
lin was hanged at Cambridge Jail at 9:23 this 
morning for the murder of Geo. A. Codman, 
his employer, January 4, 1887. The death sen- 
tence was executed by Sheriff Cushing and his 
deputies without an occurrence to mar the 
proceedings, and Nowlin’s death, at least as 
far as his consciousness was concerned, was 
instantaneous. The drop fell at 9:23, 
and half an hour afterward the body was 
lowered and delivered to the relatives of the 
deceased. Nowlin’s mother stayed with him 
in his cell until about 9 o’clock last evening, 
and then bade him good-bye for the last time. 
The final meeting was not a painful one to 
witness as described by an officer on watch, 
for although both mother and son were deeply 
moved, they bore up wonderfully, and the 
boy prayed earnestly with his mother and 
urged her to be reconciled. The boy was per- 
fectly calm until the lastand spent most of 
the night in chatting with his keepers. 

At9o’clock this morning Sheriff Cushing 
entered the cell and read the death 
warrant. Nowlin looked calm dur- 
ing the reading and seemed less moved 
than the Sheriff himself. Handcuffs were then 
placed on the prisoner’s wrist and the party 
stepped from the cell door to the platform of 
the scaffold. Nowlin walked with a firm step 
to his position on the center of the drop. He 
was not pale or nervous. Straps were then 
adjusted around his legs and arms. Chap- 
lain Bartlett then offered a prayer. 
4s Mr. Bartlett finished sheriff Cush- 
ing stepped forward and asked Nowlin 
if he had anything to say before he died. 
Nowlin replied: ‘‘Nothing, only that I am 
about square and ready to die. I feel that 
God has forgiven me, and I feel thankful to 
you for what you have done.’’ 

The noose was then slipped over his head, 
the black cap adjusted, trap sprung and he 
met the death that followed almost instantly, 
with the same firmness that had upheld him 
through the trying ceremony. The fall ot six 
feet had dislocated the neck and caused loss 
of consciousness instantly. 

NOWLIN’S CRIME, 

The details of the murder for which young 
Nowlin was executed mark it as one ofthe 
most horrible in the history of New England 
crime. Early on the morning of Wednesday, 
January 5, 1887, a farmer of Lincoln, who was 
riding toward Lexington, saw what looked 
like a big snow-ball lying two rods beyond the 
wall by the roadside. Upon investigating what 
was his horror to find that the object was a 
man’s head, completely severed from the 
body, the trunk being missing. The features 
were contracted, showing that the victim 
bad suffered untold agony. Just over the

DE. NORVIN GREEN'S ARGUMENT AGAINST 
A GOVERNMENT TELEGRAPH SYSTEM.

The American Declared te Be the 
Best and Cheapest in the World—Mrs, 


mittee to order at u o'clock this 
morning, and Dr. Norvin Green, Pres- 
ident of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, addressed the committee in opposition to 
the government telegraph bills. He devoted 
himself first, though briefly, tothe constitu- 
tional questions to which the measure gave 
rise. Hequoteda decision of the Supreme 
Court in effect that the telegraph is necessary 
to commerce, and that the telegraph business is 
in itself commerce. Was the Government, he 
asked, empowered by the Constitution to enter 
into interstate commerce? He touched upon 
this constitutional point, he said, merely 


because he did not wish the committee to un- 
derstand the com waived it, but without 
attem toe rate it as * would.

This fact, Dr. Green said, was corroborated 
by knowledge which came to the company 
through the saction of their own business. 

THE AMERICAN THE BEST. 

Dr. Green then compared the telegraph 
systems of 3 and the United States, 
and said that the long-distance rates of the 
Western Union were cheaper than any 
other long-distance rates in the world. He 
then took up and denied the charge that the 
Western Union was 1 monopoly. 
He said it enjoyed no exclu- 
sive franchises or legislatwe erants, 
and that the field was open to anybody who 
might choose toenter it. He said the Western 
Union was no more a monopoly than any great 
commercial business. In regard to the charge 
that the rates would be raised during the 
present year he said that on the contr the 
rates would be reduced. The speaker said that 
the great opponent of the Western Union 
was time and that all its struggles were to 
overcome it. Would the Government 
be responsible for delays and errors? 
he No Government sys- 

The Western Union 
had to pay from $100,000 to $200,000 a year 
for its mistakes. He believed that 
the deficit of a Government system as 
suggested in the Cullom bill would be 
from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000 a year. If the 
Government did run a telegraph system 
it must take existing lines. No ri- 
vate enterprise could run against 
the national Treasury setting out to do busi- 
ness for nothing. He wishea to say

buy the wire at the 
factory and the company’s other equipments 
amounted to three or-four times the value of 
the wire. The property of the Western 
Union could not possibly be duplicated 
to-day for its capitalization. There

New Tonx, January 90.—The Times says: 
The depression in the fron market which has 
existed since the beginning of the year has 
given rise to fears among a number of large 
manufacturers that a longer continuance of 
the present conditions may lead to disastrous 
results, while many of the people interested 


| have expressed a belief that any greater de- 


pression of the market is almost certain to 
paralyze the iron industry, at least tempo- 
rarily. Not the least serious of the existing 
conditions is the uncertainty in regard to the 
settlement of the wage question in the 
large furnaces and milis. It having been 
stated that the present depression in the fron 
market was due partially to the fact that the 
great firm of Carnegie Brothers had been 


bearing the market and underselling every 


one, a representative of the Times called on 
Andrew Carnegie last evening for the purpose 
of obtaining his statement in regard to the 
situation. 

Mr. Carnegie acknowledged that there was a 
great depression in the market at the present 
time, and prices might go still lower, As to 
underselling the market, he said that if any of 
his partners in Pittsburg were selling any of 
the products of their mills and furnaces for 
less than he could get for them he would feel 
alarmed for their sanity. The total product 
of their furnaces, he said, was 50, 000 
tons of pig iron per month. Of this 
amount they were using 2,000 tons 
in thelr works for the manufacture of 
iron in miscellaneous shapes other than 


steel rails. The rail mill had been shut down 
because there was no demand for rails at this 
season. Any surplus of pig iron made at their 
furnaces was being sold at the best price ob- 
tainable, The market price for pig-iron, he 
said, had not fallen more than the quotations 
for steel rails; in fact, the reduction in price 
was proportionately equal as regarded both 
products. It was a legitimate decline of val- 
ues under the economic law of supply and de- 


mand. 
A FAIR PROPOSITION, 

Asthe price of these products has fallen 
off about 20 per cent, Mr. Carnegie said the 
manufacturers thought it was only fair to ask 
the men to submit to a 20 per cent reduction of 
wages, depending upon a future advance in 
market I fora proportionate advance of 
wages. But the manufacturers had asked the 
men to submit to only a 10 per cent reduction. 
It this was not satisfactory to the employes, 
Mr. Oarnegie said that his firm would not only 
be willing, but would be anxious to submit 
the matter .to arbitration. He did 
not think that there would be any labor 
troubles or strikes in the iron industry 
unless the men refuse this offer. Mr. Carnegie 
said be would personally be very sorry for the 
men if they should be so ill-advised as to re- 
ject the proposed reduction and attempt to 
coerce the manufacturers into paying more 
for their labor than the condition of the mar- 
ket warranted. When it is considered that 
Mr. Carnegie’s firm produces one-eighth of 
all the pig iron and steel raile manufactured in 
this country, and that they employ 10,000 men, 
it may be understood that the gravity of the 
situation cannot well be exaggerated. 0 
proposal referred to has been submitted to the 
men in Mr. Carnegle's employ and they have 
signified their unwillingness to accept it, but 
have not indicated their course should the re- 
duction be enforced. 

Another gentleman prominently connected 
with a company which purchases large 
amounts of pig iron was willing to talk about 
the state of the market but would not consent 
tothe use of his name under any circum- 
stances. He said that while there were some 
natural causes for the present state of the 
trade he was convinced that the conditions 
were not such as to justify the heavy decline 
in prices. It might be claimed, he said, that 
there was no demand for steel rails, and that 
prices fell accordingly. Under such lack of 
demand there would also naturally be a fall- 
ing-off in 

THE DEMAND FOR PIG IRON. 

Under these circumstances he could hardly 
understand why the steel manufacturers 
closed downtheir millsand kept their blast 
furnaces going. His company, he said, could 
not makeand sell pigiron ataprofit at the 
figure now quoted by the Carnegies. Last 
year all the furnaces and mills were kept go- 
ing constantly and then could scarcely meet 
the demand. Both the Bessemer ore and pig 
iron were imported extensively from Europe 
to make up the deficiency in the domestic pig 
iron market. There would be the same 
demand this year if it were not for 
political reasons. He was convinced that 
the large manufacturers were purposely 
— the market with pig iron to cause a 

epression. If this were not so, he could not 
realize why they should close their mills 
which consume pig iron and stili keep their 
eae going in the manufacture of that 
product. 

The effect of such a depression would be that 
the steel men, being all high protectionists, 
would come together and resolve that the de- 
pression was caused by a lack of demand for 
steel and iron — 2 superinduced by a 
fear among purchasers of large bulks that the 
protective tariff 

removed at the p 
of Congress, thus enabling 
sell foreign steel at a lower price than the 
domestic product could now be bought for. 
He believed that President Cleveland’s mes- 
sage had greatly alarmed the large Western 
manufacturers and that the present condition 
of the market was the result of coup on their 
part to demonstrate tothe people that even 
the fear of a revision of the tariff would bear 
down the prices of domestic products and 
consequently cause a reduction in wages. 
There was no reason why, in bis mind, the 
demand for steel rails should not be as heavy 
now as last year.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


THE DE MARY-LINDSLEY TROUBLES CUlI- 
MINATE IN THE DIVORCE COURT. 


A Suit Filed To-Day by Kittie E. Lindsley 
With An Appeal to Sue as a Poor 
Person—A Sorry Honeymoon Trip—Ke- 
turn to the Old Home—Suits Entered 
Against the Provident Bank Directors 
for the Anchor Milling Company’s In- 
debtedness—Other New Cases. 


Mrs. Kittie E. Lindsley,nee Kittie E. DeMary, 
appeared in Judge Lubke’s court this morn- 
ing, accompanied by her counsel,H. A. Loevy, 
and asked leave to sue as a poor person in a 
divorce proceeding against her husband, 
Ashley T. Lindsley. The Lindsley—De- 
Mary troubles have frequently furnished 
neighborhood sensations in the  Sheri- 
dan avenue district and the young woman 
now applying for a divorce, will be remem- 
bered as claiming publio sympathy on account 
of the stern opposition of her parents to 
courtship and marriage with young Lindsley. 
Her father had several violent scenes with the 
young man and his brother, but in the end the 
young people were united. Now for 
the sequel. Mrs. Lindsley states in 
her petition that they were married on the l4th 
of August, 1886, and that they lived together 
until July 19 of last year. One child, Palmer 
Lindsley. a little boy of 11 months, was born 
of the marriage. Mrs. Lindsley alleges thut 
she was subjected to so many indignities by 
her husband that she soon found it was impos- 
sible to live with him. He was always 
under the influence of liquor and he abused 
and cursed her without any provocation what- 


ever. He carried a flask of liquor in his pocket 
at all times and he took pleasure in hanging 
around saloons until long after midnight. She 
had frequently purchased beer to induce 
him to stay at home of an evening and it 
often happened that she was forced to go out 
late and bring him home. He had failed to 
provide for the wants of his family, and al- 
though well able to work, had not done so for 
more than six months. 

Mrs. Lindsley further alleges that he failed 
to furnish her with clothing and that on 
their wedding trip in Chicago he 
pawned her cloak and gambled with 
the proceeds. He afterward pawned her 
trunk and its contents to get money for rall- 
road fare back to St. Louis.

A Quarry Damage Case. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision in 
the quarry nuisance case of John Rooney 
against City of St. Louis and others. The 
motion of the Fruin & Bambrick Construction 


Company to strike out parts of plaintiff’s 
petition is sustained. The petition stated a 
good cause of action for damages, which the 
plaintiff has sustained because of the destruc- 
tion of the highway in front of 
and adjoining the plaintiff's lots. But 
there was no averments to show that the 

laintiff was entitled to or that he has lost 

ateral support for the sides of his lots not 

fronting the highway. The petition does not 
state facts which would constitute the quarry 
a private nuisance at common law, and it fails

TWO MEN FATALLY OVEROOME BY GAS IN 
ANEW YORE HOTEL 


The Victims Blow Out the Gas on Hetiring— 
Desperate Struggle of the Men for Their 
Kives—One of Them Supposed to be » 
“Green Goods’ Operator The Other 
Man a Customer,

New Tonk, Jaiiuary W.—ITwo men, who 
looked and talked le ¢ountrymen, regis- 
tered at the International Hotel an December 
98 last, a8 A. Nelson and L. Parker. Parker 
wrote his address as Subenacadic, N. S., and 
Neison put down Ditto.“ Nelson is sup- 
posed to have been the green goods swindler, 
Tony Nelson, who was tried on December 2% 
last Before Judge Cowing in the General ges- 
sions, with Sydney Heyman, for trying to 
swindle Deacon Gilliland, or Sucker B, 82 
of Mouth of Wolf, Tenn. There was no case 
against Nelson then. Parker and Nei- 
son did not take a room at the hotel, 
but they sat near the stove for an 
hour or two and talked business. Nelson went 
away in the afternoon and Parker waited, but 
in vain. Nelson did not return, and then Par- 
ker told the proprietor that Nelson had got 
$280 of his money. Parker went over to the 
Federal Building and reported to United States 
Inspector Dosser that he had been swindled 
by a green goods operator. Parker showed 
Inspector Dosser some sawdust circulars and 
asked to be employed as a deputy inspector to 
catch Nelson. Inspector Dosser declined his 
services. Last Wednesday Parker reap- 
peared at the hotel with a great’ 
big rustic six-footer who registered as L. Ful- 
ton of Shubenacadie. They assed fora room 
with two beds and got No. di on the third 
floor, They were both found dead on the floor 
of the room yesterday morning by the cham- 
bermaid. The window and door were shut and 
the gas turned on. It is supposed the men 
blew out the gas and went to bed. There were 
two single beds in the room and a wash-stand 
stood against the wall Opposite the beds.

Parker was short and 
stout. is face does not indicate out-of-door 
life. Ina pocketbook which was under the 
illow of the bed, near which Fulton was 
ound, were in Dills, two of the bills being 
for $20 each on the Merchant Bank of Halifax, 
and the remainder in United States currency. 
Five $20 gold pieces, eight $10 gold pieces and 
a $5 gold piece, besides $1.80 in change, 
mostly in Canadian money. In Falton’s 
vest pocket were a gold hunting-case 
watch anda gold chain, Parker carried a gold 
watch with a cheap chain.

PHELPS TALKS. 


THE PRESIDENT OF THE LOUISVILLE CLUB 
TELLS ALL HE KNOWS. 


Why He Opposed the Admission of Kansas 
City—The New Club’s Players—Prospects 
for the New Season—The Continuous Pool 
Tournamentin New York—Base Ball in 
Los Angeles—Sporting News and Notes. 


Mr. Zach Phelps, President of the Louis 
ville Base Ball Club, has returned to Louis- 
ville from Cincinnati, whither he went to at- 
tend the meeting of the American Associa- 
tion, Being questioned by a Courier-Journal 
reporter as to the reasons for the admission 
of Kansas City as the eighth club, Mr. Phelps 
sald:
